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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view of the 
foregoing amendment and the following remarks. 

By the foregoing amendment, claims 7, 9 and 10 have been amended, claims 
1-6, 8, 11, 13 and 14 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer for filing in a 
continuation application, and new claim 15 has been added. Thus, claims 7, 9, 10 and 

12 are currently pending in the application and subject to examination. 

Claims 7. 9. 10 and 12 Recite Patentable Subject Matter 

In the Office Action mailed April 22, 2005, claims 1-7 and 9-14 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Japanese Patent Application 
Publication No. 10-234713 to Takahiro (hereinafter, "Takahiro") in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 4,150,262 to Ono (hereinafter, "Ono"). Claim 8 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takahiro In view of Ono as applied to claim 1 and 
further in view of Japanese Publication No. H2-86359. It is noted that claims 1-6, 8, 1 1, 

13 and 14 have been canceled, and claims 7, 9 and 10 have been amended. To the 
extent that the rejections remain applicable to the claims currently pending, the 
Applicant hereby traverses the rejections, as follows. 

Claim 15 recites, in part: 

an arm for supporting said holder in said pivot part at 
a distal end thereof and being supported at the other end 
thereof on a support member such as to be rotatable around 
two axes and to be capable of retaining said arm at any 
desired location and retracting said holder from the human 
body part, said support member being provided to a part of a 
vehicle seat; and 
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a resilient biasing member provided between said arm 
and said support member and pressing said holder against 
the human body part through said arm. 

The Applicants respectfully submit that none of the cited art of record, alone or in 
combination, discloses or suggests at least the combination of features of an arm for 
supporting said holder in said pivot part at a distal end thereof and being supported at 
the other end thereof on a support member such as to be rotatable around two axes 
and to be capable of retaining said arm at any desired location and retracting said 
holder from the human body part, said support member being provided to a part of a 
vehicle seat; and a resilient biasing member provided between said arm and said 
support member and pressing said holder against the human body part through said 
arm, as recited in new claim 15. 

The Applicants further note that although Takahiro discloses an axial member 
having a connection member 7 as a fulcrum, the connection member 7 rotates around 
only one axis at the end near the strap 4, unlike the claimed invention. 

For at least these reasons, the Applicants submit that new claim 15 is allowable 
over the cited art of record. 

As claim 15 is allowable, claims 7 and 9, which depend from claim 15, are 
allowable for the same reasons as claim 15, as well as for the additional subject matter 
recited therein. 

Claim 10 recites, in part: 

contacting a holder for holding said actuator to a 
human body part at two points, one at a contact part of said 
actuator and the other at another contact part protruded at a 
spaced apart location from the contact part of said actuator; 
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rotating and supporting said holder around a shaft in a 
pivot part between said contact parts, said shaft being 
orthogonal to a plane containing said contact parts and said 
pivot part; and 

pressing said holder against the human body part with 
a pressure and retaining said holder at a given location. 

The Applicants respectfully submit that none of the cited art of record, alone or in 
combination, discloses or suggests at least the combination of features of contacting a 
holder for holding said actuator to a human body part at two points, one at a contact 
part of said actuator and the other at another contact part protruded at a spaced apart 
location from the contact part of said actuator; rotating and supporting said holder 
around a shaft in a pivot part between said contact parts, said shaft being orthogonal to 
a plane containing said contact parts and said pivot part; and pressing said holder 
against the human body part with a pressure and retaining said holder at a given 
location, as recited in claim 10, as amended. 

For at least this reason, the Applicants submit that claim 10, as amended, is 
allowable over the cited art of record. 

As claim 10 is allowable, the Applicants submit that claim 11, which depends 
from claim 10, is allowable for the same reasons as claim 10, as well as for the 
additional subject matter recited therein.
